1. Prior to his departure on hose leave. Will KLump briefed us on a 
proposal by Dr. C.D. Kernig to establish a "Documentation Center" on world 
communism. See correspondence enclosed. Mr. KLump wishes to discuss this 
proposal with Mr. Sargeant, and possibly with interested Washington officials. 
Before doing so, he asked us to check on Dr. Kernig' s bona fldes . 

2. We have oheoked locally on Dr. Kernig. There are no traces in 
either MOB or MLB files. Local liaison also reported no traoes. 

3* We suggest that COS/O and HQ run a similar check on Dr. Kernig, and 
that WJWOLP brief Mr. KLump both on the results and on the basic issue of 
possible ODYOKE interest in Dr. Kernig *s proposal.

During a rlolt laet week to Freiburg, Germany, I ran 
aereea for the flrat time what e truck no as a probably 
workable oystoa for prograaal wg a data-preoaasing set-up 

about the fevlet Union whleh would engage an IM electronic 
brain of fairly largo also. The prograaal ng aohono waa 
akatohod for aa roughly, but 1 also saw sene detailed 
oharta and dlagraaa whleh indicate that lto author hae 
put In a lot of work on the relevant probloae and tried 
to ooror all types of information necessary. The author 
Is Dr» flags lernlg, direetor of the Bovietologie 
Abtellung of the Border Torlag in Freiburg. Tble depart- 
ment hae boon oreated by the largest eatholle publishing 
houses la Germany during the laet two years for the 
express purpose of oeaplllng an enoyelopedla on world 
eemmualsa. The work Is expeoted to take at least fire 
years and the enoyolopedla will be loeued simultaneously 
in three languages — dernam, Kngllsh and Kueelan. This 
le by way of explaining Dr. lernig’s background. It Is 
not hlaeelf a fovlet epeolallet, nor dees he apeak 
lusalaa or Ingllah very well f but he la a competent 
generalist In the area of 0owlot affairs and apparently 
a oapable administrator. 

That Dr. Kernlg hae in mind is a "Documentation Center 
about the U.i.0.1." whleh would In eflbet be a pooling 
ef all the open Informational resources and work of 
experts In resenroh Institutes and universities In Durepe.

Dr . feral g believes that only an information-pool bread 
enough in eoepe to do all these things for the potential 
users would make it worth the oeet in terms ef frequeaey 
ef use. Per exaaple, he felt the "use footer" is a 
serious drawbaok te the trouble and expense of automating 
Soviet biographic files alone. He would further assure 
wide use ef the pool by tl^n cooperating institutions 
by linking them together in a network of open-line 
telex machines.

It Is ny assumption that Ir. Kernig will »a tryl tg ta 
gat finanoial support far hla daauaantatls t cantor fran 
Bonn and that ha anrlslsns it as primarily a daman 
institution, although ha wants bath tha K« lio Liberty 
rasaaroh dapartmant and tha Inatituta as j urt af hie 
Inforaatien-peol natwark. Tha language of iparatlan 
would ba only Osman presumably, although ranalatien 
of praeassad data into any languags would i at ba a 
graat addad burdan. 

Thara ara sans parsonal observations I o >uld naka about 
tha proposal af Br, Ksrnig, with whan I h. ve baoana wall 
aa^uaintad sinoa first nesting hin about jG nan tha aga. 

I will not add thaa to thie alrsady lengthy lattar, but 
will be glad to do as far anyone Intarastad in exploring 
further. I would call attention, however, to tha foot 
that the proposal is still in the incubation stag* and 
it night not prove tee difficult for an American group 
to co-ordinate with or even completely take over the 
proposed operation".
